Yesterday w e b police commissioner's 
day and the Mayor called the lagging 
board to order and occapied the chair. 
All were present. 
Somewhat of a fric­ 
tional time was expected, b at the gaard- 
ians of our excellent police were wary in 
inviting attack from the other and skill­ 
fully parried anything looking to a hot 
time. 
The first communication was from the 
Council, instructing the Commissioners 
that a resolution had passed that body 
that no additions Bhould be made to the 
force until 1889; th at disabled policemen

Then came the somewhat ancient case 
of Calvin & Coburn, who want a license 
for a'saloon in H azard’s Pavilion. The 
applicants came reinforced with counsel, 
0 . C. Stephens, and a legal opinion of 
General John S. Chapm an that under 
Ordinance 377 the Commission had the 
right to grant the license. The decision 
o f the Commissioners 
heretofore has 
been that the ordinance did not perm it 
the granting, and in acting upon this 
decision in various cases in the past the 
Board has placed itself in a most uncom­ 
fortable dilemma.

street were granted a change. The ap-

The^uestion of allowing South Grand 
avenue, between Fort and Jefferson, to 
be used lor speeding gentlem en’s horses 
came up from last week, and upon the 
report of the officer who was ordered to 
Bound the residents in that locality, 
owners of fine or scrub horses may 
drive thom “ reasonable fast” on that 
thoroughfare. 
Sergeant Davis reported that Officers 
Cooney and W alsh were off their beats 
when they should not be. Chief Cuddy 
said he had investigated the m atter aud 
found the men all right. That ended the 
matter. 
The usual unin'eresting reports were re­ 
ceived from Captain Loomis and 8ergeant 
Harris. 
Chief Cuddy reported that in accord­ 
ance with the desire of the Commission 
he had, on the 7th inst., requested the 
resignations of Mounted Officer Santiago 
Arguello, ex-Sergeant Jeffries, Officers 
Doyle, Comocy, O’Brien, Dunne, McDon­ 
ald and Dillon.

W h e r e a s , The Honorable Secretary 
of the Treasury has issued an order pro­ 
hibiting the use of petroleum as a fuel 
for generating steam, and 
W h e r e a s , The use of petroleum baa 
decreased the cost of fuel at least fifty 
per cent, on account of the great devel­ 
opm ent of petroleum in the southern 
counties of California in the last few 
years; and

The annual inventory of the Southern 
Pacific’s stock on ^he A tlantic system, 
from New Orleans to El Paso, is being 
t iken.

W h a t C a p t a in B a r r e t t H a s t o S a y 
o f t h e L a w . 
As stated in the 
H e r a l d Tuesday 
there was quite a discussion in the City 
Council on Monday in relation to the 
grading, of Boyle avenue, Mr. Chandler 
speaking for Mayor W orkman and a few 
other property owners who had graded 
th e street, and Captain Barrett on behalf 
of the Board of Public Works, which had 
recommended that 
Boyle avenue be 
graded its entire length under the Vroo- 
m an act, in response to a petition signed 
by property owners representing over 
three-quarters of the frontage. 
Mr. Chandler claimed 
that 
Boyle 
avenue where graded in front of Mayor 
W orkm an’s property had been accepted 
by the Council and that the Board of 
Public Works had no right to include 
that portion 
in its recommendation 
to 
grade 
and 
to force the prop­ 
erty owners 
who 
had already paid 
for grading to pay forTre-grading the 
street, or to pay a proportion toward th e 
grading of another part of the street. 
The m atter was given to the City Attor­ 
ney to decide as to the rights of the par­ 
ties in question. 
A reporter of the H e r a ld yesterday 
saw Captain B arrett in relation to the 
m atter. 
Captain Barrett said: " I t is 
charged in the Timet that I am actuated 
in the m atter by personal feeling against 
Mayor W orkman. This is not so. 
I 
have no 
cause 
for personal feeling 
against the Mayor. 
The facts of the 
m atter are th e se: 
Mayor W orkman and 
others asked last fall for permission un­ 
der the City C harter to grade Boyle ave­ 
nue in front of their properties. This 
was given, and they did the work. 
On February 7th, 
I 
think, a pe­ 
tition 
was 
handed 
to 
the 
Board of Public W orks sigued by three- 
fourths of the property owners on Boyle 
avenue, asking that the street be graded 
under the Vrooman act. 
We did not do 
anything about this lor a long tim e, pre­ 
ferring to keep out of the quarrel, but 
these property owners came to us and 
threatened to m andam us ds, and we 
made the recommendation which we had 
a right to do under the law ." 
"The 
Vrooman act 
provides that 
streets m ust be graded when asked for 
by a petition signed by three-fourths or 
even less of the frontage. 
I t also says, 
subdivision 10, section 7, part 1: W hen­ 
ever the City Council orders the grading 
of a street or any portion thereof, on 
which any grading has been done, th e 
owner shall be entitled to credit on the 
assessm ent 
upon 
his 
lots 
and 
lands 
fronting 
on 
said 
street 
the 
am ount 
of 
th e 
entire 
yards of cutting and filling net forth in 
1 lis certificate. This perm its the work to 
be done, and if the grading on the other 
portion of the street is less expensive 
han it was in front of Mayor W orkman’s 
property, he will be paid a difference; on 
the other hand, If the work is more ex­ 
pensive, and costs more than the work 
already done, M ayor W orkm an’s prop­ 
erty will be assessed the same as the 
rest of the property, but he will be cred­ 
ited with the am ount expended on the 
former grading, and will only have to 
lay the difference. The difficulty in this 
s that the grading of Boyle avenue, ex­ 
cept where already graded, is more ex- 
|>ensive than the other work, and Mayor 
W orkman will have to pay a difference, 
but the grading of the balance of the 
street will benefit him as well as the reBt 
of the property owners. That is a mat­ 
ter, however, w ith which I have nothing 
to do. The peiition came to us properly 
Bigned, and under the law wo had to re­ 
commend that the street be graded. 
If 
Mayor W orkman don’t w ant to pay the 
extra price, the other parties are perfectly 
willing the case should be settled in the 
courts." 
" In regard to another m atter brought 
up by Mr. Chandler, let me say that it is 
wrong. He said that Boyle avenue when 
fraded had been accepted. 
It is not un- 
er the law, which says, section 20: ‘The 
same shall be accepted by the City Coun­ 
cil by ordinance.' There was no ordi­ 
nance in this case accepting the street." 
"M r. Chandler also said that the city 
had no power to sell bonds after it had 
an indebtedness of $500,000. 
H e was 
wrong in this also. Sections 27 and 28 of 
the Vrooman Act, provides that the City 
Council may incur any indebtedness for 
sower purpoees, and provides how it may 
be done. This Dart of the act, which by 
the way, was approved M arch 18th, 1885, 
and has been in operation ever since, 
shows that the position I took in the m at­ 
ter wa3 correct. We are simply trying to 
carry out the law as it stands, and again 
I repeat 
that 
there 
was 
nothing 
of a personal nature against the Mayor 
that influenced my action in the m at­ 
ter."

T h e New York Sun congratulates the 
country upon the probability that the 
present campaign will, in all likelihood 
be free from personalities. 
Should this 
prove to be the case, it will mark a new 
departure in the history of Presidential 
contests, although the circumstances are 
singularly favorable for such a novel 
result. There never has been any valid 
excuse for abuse of Cleveland. Even in 
his first campaign he was absolutely im­ 
peccable, the attempt to handicap him 
with a worn out slander, relating to his 
bachelor life, having fallen stillborn. 
Even a Foraker, willing as he is to des­ 
cend to the róle of political scavenger, 
can find nothing to make his arraignment 
of the President stick. On the other 
hand, we are glad to note a disposition 
on the part of the Dem ocratic press to 
concede the fact that General Harrison is 
personally an estimable man. We cannot 
yet go so far with Mr. Morton until we 
have a cleared understanding of his 
South American transactions, but the 
candidate for Vice-President rarely gives 
the key-note to the campaign except in 
his own State, or when, as is the case 
with the Democratic ticket, that person 
age happens to be a gentleman of tran­ 
scendent merit and eminence. In all 
probability, more than in any campaign 
in American history, outside of the two 
consecrated to Washington, the present 
canvass will hinge on measures, not 
men. While we believe that the person­ 
alities of Cleveland and Thurman will 
largely influence the result, we think 
they will figure very little in the animat­ 
ed and protracted discussions which will 
bo held all over the United States be­ 
tween now and the 4th of next November. 


T h e indications continue to multiply 
that Harrison will fail to carry his own 
State. 
The defections are widespread 
and determined. 
The Evening Bulletin 
and Indiana Post, both leading Repub­ 
lican journals, the latter the organ of the 
German population of Southern Indiana, 
have bolted the Republican ticket oat- 
right. Harrison’s pronounced Temper­ 
ance views have alienated the German 
vote as an entirety, and his attitude on 
labor is having a disastrous influence 
against him with the Workingmen. The 
Hon. Fred W. Cook, the President of 
the Freedom and Right Society, and 
a hitherto prominent and respected Re­ 
publican leader, has openly come out in 
favor of Cleveland and Thurman. 
Ex­ 
perienced observers put the Democratic 
majority in the Hoosier State this year 
at 10,000—scarcely an extreme figure 
when the thorough way in which Har­ 
rison was beaten for Governor by ‘‘Blue 
Jeans” Williams is taken into the count. 


A b o u l e v a r d on the scale of that of 
Chicago is one of the great necessities of 
the day in Los Angeles. 
It should be 
wide and planted with trees,a double row 
in the middle and a row on each side.

W a s h in g to n , July 11.—The Senate 
conference report in the Postoffice appro­ 
priation bill was presented. 
The item 
for postofflce clerks for unusual business 
is fixed at 25,000 instead of 50,000. The 
item as to rent, light and fuel for third- 
class postoffices is retained, with the pro­ 
viso that no contract for rent for such 
postoffices shall be for more than one 
year. The item as to postage on seeds 
is fixed so as to make the postage one 
cent for every two ounces. 
On the amendment known as the sub­ 
sidy clause, the Conference Committee 
have been unable to agree. 
After ex­ 
planation by Plumb 
the report was 
agreed to, and Plumb moved that the 
Senate insist upon the subsidy amend­ 
ment. 
After a long debate, embracing 
the subject of subsidies, tariff and the 
shortcomings of both political parties, 
the motion to insist on the amendment 
was agreed to ; yeas 28, nays 16. 
Dawes, in connection with Beveral bills 
received from the House, allowing rail­ 
roads the right of way through Indian 
reservations, called attention to the fact 
that very important and necessary legis­ 
lation for the Indian Department could 
not be got from the House while unani­ 
mous consent was not given setting apart 
a time for the consideration of bills for 
benefit of railroad companies. 
The Senate then proceeded to consider­ 
ation of the Senate bill to provide for 
fortifications and other sea coast defen­ 
ses, but without action adjourned.

W a s h in g to n , July 11.—In the House 
a conference report was ordered on the 
Land Forfeiture bill, and Holman, of 
Indiana, Stone, of Missouri, andPAyson, 
of Illinois, were appointed as conferees! 
Hatch, of Missouri, submitted a report 
of disagreement on the Agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill, stating as a point of 
amendment the Senate amendment mak­ 
ing an appropriation of $100,000 for sor­ 
ghum sugar experiment. 
Ryan moved a concurrence in the Sen­ 
ate amendment, and after debate his 
motion was agreed to; yeas 126, nays 94». 
This completes the consideration of 
the bill and it stands as finally passed. 
Clements, of Georgia, submitted the 
conference report on the District of Co­ 
lumbia appropriation bill, and it was 
agreed to. 
The House then went into Committee 
on the Whole on the Tariff bill. 
The 
pending amendment was that offered by 
Phelps, of New Jersey, fixing the item at 
40 per cent ad valorem duty on flax, on 
linen thread and all manufactures of 
flax. 
He did not expect anything he 
could say would change the vote upon 
his amendment. 
There was no hope. 
After the majority of the Committee on 
Ways and Means had formulated their 
bill iu the dark, they summoned the ma­ 
jority of the House before them and im­ 
posed an oath in caucus, that no Demo­ 
cratic member should vote in favor of 
any amendment unless it was first passed 
upon and approved by the Democratic 
caucus. 
This produced an angry debate be­ 
tween Phelps, Weaver, of Iowa, Wilson, 
of Minnesota, and Henderson, of Iowa, 
in which Phelps’ interview at the Chica­ 
go nomination, in Gath’s letter, and 
Weaver’s political record were the chief 
subjects. 
Finally Phelps’ amendment 
was rejected. 
An amendment was adopted changing 
the rate of duty on bags and bagging 
from 15 per cent, ad valorem to 3-8 of a 
cent per pound. 
Other amendments 
were offered and rejected. 
The third section of the bill, that 
relating to wools and woolen manufac­ 
tures, being reached, Mills proposed that 
the entire sixty-one lines of the section 
be read and considered as one paragraph, 
as in the case of the sugar paragraphs, 
an amendment to be in order at any 
place. Mills tried to reach an agreement 
as to the time to be allowed for debase 
on this section, proposing two days; but 
Reed objected to fixing any time before 
the debate had fairly started. The en 
tire section was read without objection 
however. 
The Committee rose, and the House 
took a recess till 8 p. m., the evening 
session to be for the consideration of the 
Censos bill. 


EVENING SESSION— ELEVENTH CENSUS. 
The House met this evening for the 
consideration of the bill for taking the 
eleventh and subsequent censuses. The 
report accompanying the bill says: In 
reporting this bill the Committee would 
state that, in its salient features, it is the 
same bill, substantially, which provided 
for the taking of the tenth census in 
twenty-two volumes. 
The Committee 
propon to omit the publication of all 
subjects except the following: Pppula- 
tion and social statistics relating thereto, 
manufactures, mining, agriculture, mor­ 
tality 
and vital statistics, valuation 
and 
public 
indebtedness, 
all 
of 
which 
are 
indispensible 
to 
the 
taking of the census. 
Those which are 
omitted, although very useful for general 
information, political 
discussion and 
social science, are omitted because the 
same information may be gathered by, 
and published, from other bureaus of the 
Government, and because they can well 
be dispensed with from this decennial 
census. 
By an ingenious little amendment, the 
effect of which was not noticed by any of 
the members present, O’Neill, of Mis­ 
souri, secured an increase of the wages 
of messengers, assistant messengers and 
“ itcjimen from $400 to $600 per annum. 
On motion of Conger, of Iowa, an 
amendment was adopted providing that 
in the appointment of enumerators, pref­ 
erence shall be given to honorably dis­ 
charged soldiers and sailors. 
The bill 
was then passed, and the House at 11:30 
adjourned.

T lie M o u n ta in M ate H e a v ily D am ­ 
a g ed by tlie F lood. 
W h e e l i n g , W. Va., July 11.—The rise 
in the Valley river at Grafton yesterday 
from the rains of the past two days was 
unprecedented, and to the lumber inter­ 
ests of thisAection is disastrous. 
Thou­ 
sands of logs were swept away, booms 
destroyed and mills near the river badly 
damaged. 
Several 
buildings 
were 
washed down the river and crashed to 
atoms when they struck the iron railroad 
bridge here. 
The flood so far is more 
disastrous to Grafton than the fire of a 
year ago, and the loss to the town and 
section will 
not 
fall 
far 
short of 
$250,000. 
The damage 
at Rowles- 
burg 
will reach 
$125,000. 
Around 
Parkersburg the railroads have been 
badly washed out. 
In all direction» 
farms are flooded and hundreds of acre» 
of growing crops and harvested grain 
deluged. Millions of feet of timber are 
afloat in the swift current, going to de­ 
struction. Every stream is out of it» 
banks and a number of families have had 
to move to higher ground. The losse» 
are estimated at $100,000. At Clarksburg 
twenty houses were carried away and an 
innumerable amount of property ruined. 
Last night was a night of terror. The 
water reached its highest stage at 1 
o’clock, and by those who remember the 
flood of 1852 it is considered that it en­ 
tirely surpasses it.

Mr. Moore Hates to Return 
to St. Louis. 


A SMALL RIOT IN CHICAOO. 


B urlington Troubles Deepening—“ Q’ 
Cars A gain Boycotted—E ast­ 
ern Echoes.

St. Louis, June 11.—Dispatches from 
Topeka,Kas.,say the hearing on the appli­ 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus on be­ 
half of Moore and Mrs. Norton has been 
postponed till to morrow. Mrs. Norton 
is said to be very nervous to-day and 
clings atill closer to Moore, and most 
fervently avers she will not be separated 
from him. Moore and Mrs. Norton were 
not informed until this morning and it 
was known to no one but the officers that 
complaint was filed by County Attorney 
Curtis late last evening before Justice 
Carle against them, charging both with 
a violation of the State law under section 
12, in relation to marriages, which makes 
it a misdemeanor for an unmarried 
couple to live together as man and wife, 
and fixes the penalty at not less than 
$1000, nor more than $5000 fine, or not 
less than 30 days, nor more than 3 
months imprisonment. If they had been 
relased to-day they would have been im­ 
mediately arrested on the above charge. 
It is not likely the warrant will be served 
until they are released. 
MOORE HATES TO OO BACK. 
“ I don’t have much faith in these 
habeas corpus proceedings,” said Moore 
to a correspondent this morning. 
“ Then you will probably have to go 
back with the officers.” 
“ W ell,it looks that way, I must admit, 
but my God! I do hate to return to 8t. 
Louis.” 
“ What is your objection?” 
“ Well, I had made up 2 my mind I 
would never sot my foot in St. Louis 
again. I don’t hate to go back because 1 
have to answer to the charge of grand 
larceny. John W. Norton can not bring 
$ne iota of proof against me. But it is 
going back to St. Louis that I dread, for 
there has been so much said about this 
escapade of mine in St. Louis that 1 
don’t want to see the city again; nor do 
I want to see anybody there.” 
OVERTURK8 AT SETTLEMENT. 
Judge Laughlin, attorney for Norton, 
and Captain Johnson, attorney for 
Moore, held a long consultation this 
afternoon in Judge Laughlin’a room. 
Captain Laughlin said at the close of the 
consultation: 
“Negotiations are in progress between 
as which may lead to a settlement of the 
affair. The condition on which Judge 
Laughlin proposes to settle il without 
going into the courts is that Moore shall 
leave the country, ami that Mrs. Norton 
shall leturn to St. Louis and give up the 
papers she has in her possession. This 
proposition has been made by Norton, 
bat neither Moore nor Mrs. Norton will 
agree to it. Still I have hopes we will 
be able to settle the matter without the 
aid of the courts. Both Moore and the 
woman declare they will not separate.” 
MRS. NORTON. 
T opeka, July 11.—Mrs. Norton is suf­ 
fering to-night from intense nervous 
prostration. She has very little to say, 
and that little is decidedly contradictory.

BURLINGTON THOU BLES. 
Riot and Boycotting Again Resort­ 
ed to ay Strikers. 
C hicago, July 11.—A small riot oc­ 
curred to-night in the Kinzie street rail­ 
road yards, in which two men were in­ 
jured. 
A heavily loaded Burlington 
freight train was being backed down into 
the St. Paul yards on Kinzie Btreet, be­ 
tween Wharton avenue and Seymour 
street. 
Some 
two hundred men 
had 
congregated there, who 
are 
said to have been mostly striking Bur­ 
lington 
engineers, 
and 
engineers 
from the St. Paul and Northwestern roads. 
As the Burlington engine's headlight ap­ 
peared the cry of scabs was raised bv 
some hot heads. The crowd at once 
commenced hurling missiles at the men 
in the cab. A switch was also thrown 
open, and the engine was run into the 
ditch and badly damaged. The rioters 
then fled. The engineer and fireman 
were severely injured and taken to the 
hospital.

Shortly before noon, about 
twenty-five strikers made an assault upon 
C. A. Scanlon, a new switchman, and 
beat him in a terrible manner. George 
Sheehan, a striker, then had Scanlon 
arrested for flourishing a revolver, and 
said the assault was in self-defense. A 
warrant was sworn out for the arrest of 
Sheehan. The Burlington has a full com­ 
plement of switchmen at work.

■CEZVES OF SCFTEBINtt. 
Terrible Destitution In tlte Flooded 
Districts of Mexico. 
St. Louis, July 11.—Late advices from 
Leo, Mexico, the principal scene of the 
great flood, Bay masses of people are 
packed in the portals of stables and every 
available place of shelter, averaging one 
person to leca than a square yard of 
space, with piles of flag matting on 
the ground for beds, and a few miserable 


rags for cover. All the able-bodied men 
have been sent away to work by the Gov­ 
ernment. Rations of bread and meat are 
issued, and everything possible done to 
relieve the suffering. Children up to 12 
years of age are among these perEous 
without a thread of clothing, and at 
night wrapped in whatever rags the fam­ 
ily have for covering. Anything what­ 
ever of food or clothing, no matter how 
rr, is leceieved with extreme gratitude, 
riew of the nature of the buildings in­ 
volved, they being constructed of adobo; 
and tho great- number of them which 
were destroyed, it is still believed the 
bodies of many hundreds of people are 
in the ruins. Some three hundred were 
recovered, but the stench was so great 
that farther search was abandoned.

Suit. 
L o n d o n , July 11.—Frank Hugh O’Don - 
nel, in an interview to-day, said up to 
February he had intended to treat his 
libel suit against the Times as purely a 
personal matter. At that time, how­ 
ever, Davitt wrote to him, offer­ 
ing every assistance in 
Parnell’s 
power 
to 
further 
bis 
interests. 
On finding Parnell was willing to assist 
him he felt himself obliged to regard the 
representations put forward on behalf of 
the Parnellites, for a better prosecution 
of the case. Down to shortly before the 
trial, Parnell had agreed with Davitt and 
other Parnellites that the more fully the 
case was fought in court, the better it 
would be for the reputation of the Home 
Rulers. Immediately before the open­ 
ing of the trial, however, he heard 
through Davitt that Parnell was listening 
to other advisers; that the Liberals were 
impressing on him the necessity of adopt­ 
ing a more cautious policy. Last month he 
himself* was pursuaded to the same over­ 
cautious policy which had led to the col­ 
lapse of his entire case. He had desired 
that the evidence should be of the 
fullest nature, but two of the most 
distinguished liberal lawyers gave him 
unsought advice, counselling him not to 
assist the defense in fishing for evidence. 
It was undoubtedly known the Times 
had gone to a great length, even dealing 
with the Invincibles, whose hands were 
red with the blood of the Phienix Park 
victims, in order to procure evi­ 
dence.

I 
remain unable to understand how my em­ 
inent adviser proved so seriously wroDg. 
All of the best and most straightforward

liry to be made. Through the clever­ 
ness of certain eminent advisers, the case 
was ruined. 
Parnell, as regards the 
personal charges with reference to the 
letters ascribed to him, is entitled 
to consider the best course to be pur­ 
sued in his own defense, but the Times’ 
charges effect the party generally.

Goldeniou Ready for His late

keeping company, has made pnblic a 
long statement ot his case. He claims 
to have experienced so many vicissitudes 
in his short life that he has*not the least 
fear of the ignominous death that awaits 
him. It has been harder for him to live 
than to die. He says that the statement 
he made at the time of his arrest that he 
was annoyed by the improper attentions 
of the girl was untrue, and made while 
he was intoxicated. He refers frequently 
in the course of his long statement, 
which is well written, to the love he bore 
his mother and Mamie Kelly, and ex­ 
presses the hope that death may recon­ 
cile and reunite him with the latter.

TnE national guard 
The board of officers ot the First In­ 
fantry, N. G. C., held its regular monthlv 
meeting last night at Regiment Head­ 
quarters. The first business transacted 
was the re election of Col. Dickinson, 
whose term expired June 28th. The 
next business in order was the selection 
of a place for the regimental camp. 
Santa Rosa was placed before the 
Board with an offer of $300, while the 
citizens of San Jose contributed $1100, 
including all camp necessities, such os 
water, lumber and straw for bunkB. 
After considerable debate the offer of the 
people of San Jose was accepted. 
insurance commissioner’s report. 
íh e twentieth annual report of the 
State Ineurance Commissioner, dated 
June 1st, has just been issued. Sum­ 
ming up the transactions of the fire and 
marine companies, the report says: Al­ 
though there was an increase of tire 
risks written during the past year in Cal­ 
ifornia over those written the year pre­ 
vious, amounting to nearly $20,000,000, 
tbe amount paid for fire losses was $553,­ 
000 less, and for marine losees $92,553 
lees; making the losses for 1887 $655,441 
less than for 1886. Resisted claims for 
losses have been few in number and for 
sma’l amounts. As to the life compa­ 
nies, the statement is made that they 
wrote $3,749,742 more new business in 
1887 than in 1886, receiving $146,278 
more premiums. The renewal of prem­ 
iums amounted to $124,008, while the 
losses and endowments paid were $65,674 
loss, showing an increase in assets of 
$48,855,134. 
LONDON CABLING!. 
The Pope Admonishes to Keep 811- 
cut Oil Irish Politics. 
London, July 11.—The Parliamentary 
Colonization Committee waited on Lord 
Salisbury and urged that a Colonization 
Board be created, and that the Govem- 
ment’guarantee payment in thirty years, 
with three per cent, interest, of what­ 
ever amount the public might sut> 
scribe toward the colonization scheme, 
in land 
rent 
or 
stock. 
Lord 
Salisbury advised that tbe scheme be tried 
without State aid. 
He thought the 
colonists ought to be asked to join in the 
project. The treasurers, he said could 
not advance money on doubtful security. 
The Times learns from Rome that Car 
dinal Moran had frequent interviews 
with the Pope on the Irish question, and 
has impressed the latter greatly, show­ 
ing that it is not good policy to interfere 
with the politics of the Irish, who 
he points out to have great power 
the Commons and America. The Times 
says the probable result of the Cardinal's 
visit will be that the Pope will remain 
silent hereafter, refraining from admon­ 
ishing the Irish Catholics. 
Mackenzie says he will prove tbe mis­ 
statements of the German physicians 
when the prohibition now laid on him is 
withdrawn. 
Heavy gales have prevailed on the 
river Tvne and in the English Channel. 
A number of vessels have been wrecked 
along the French coast. 
Germany Excited. 
B e r ' in , July 11.—There is an increas­ 
ing excitement throughout Germany 
over the recently published reports of 
the doctors in the case of the late Em­ 
peror Frederick. 
The Kreuz Zeitung 
overwhelms. Mackenzie with invectives, 
to the question of why the German doc­ 
tors did not attempt to save the Emperor 
from Mackenzie, tne National Zeit mg re­ 
sponds, according to Prussian principles, 
that their official position in the tragedy 
prevented them appealing to the public, 
but they did appeal to the Emperor, 
one of them stating the case unreserved­ 
ly. His Majesty replied: 
"My son, lam fifty-six years of age, 
and have the right to make a final decis­ 
ion. The medical treatment of my case 
cannot be taken from him .” 
The Progressist press, which includes 
those who defend Mackenzie, point to the 
fact that eight doctors concerned in the 
case did not gign the report. Drs. Berg­ 
man and Gerhart will soon receive the 
decoration of the high class order of 
Hohenzollern. 
The fleet which will accompany the 
Emperor on his visit to Russia will be 
the largest Germany ever put to sea. It 
will comprise six ironclads, four dispatch 
ships, four vessels of training, and a 
squadron and flotilla of torpedo boats. 
The Bundesfialh has prepared a reply 
to the Emperor’s proclamation on his ac­ 
cession to the throne, expressing the full­ 
est symyathy in the principle enunciated, 
and promising the heartiest support of 
his policy. 
A Threatened Extermination. 
Victoria, B. G., July 11.—Advices re­ 
ceived bv steamer to-day from Hazelton, 
on the Skeena river, say for some time 
past several constables have been en­ 
deavoring to capture an Indian mnrderer. 
On the 19th of June they overhauled 
him 
and 
killed 
him, 
while 
making a desperate effort to escape. 
Tbe Indians are greatlVexcited and have 
threatened the life of all the white people 


in the district. The three constables 
have fortified Hudson Bay post at Hazel­ 
ton and can hold out if the place will not 
be burned. The relatives of the dead 
Indian threaten the opposite party in 
their tribe with extermination. 
Cable Flashes. 
The Berlin police have arrested five 
Socialists for posting seditious placards 
over copies of the speech from the 
throne. 
The Portuguese Government is pre­ 
paring an expedition to go to the country 
north of the Zambesi river, to secure and 
extend Portuguese possessions in that 
region. 
Daring the recent interruption of cable 
service, the Government of Victoria, 
Australia, decided it was an opportune 
moment to tost the efficiency of the mar­ 
itime defense, and ordered the gun-boats 
to be mobilized. With the artillery and 
naval reserves everything presented the 
appearance of actual warfare, and the 
experiment proved a success. 
Coaal Cnlllujrs. 
On Wednesday a special fruit train of 
eleven cars was sent East from Sacra­ 
mento. It goes through to Chicago on 
fast time, and is the tenth train sent for­ 
ward this season. 
Four carloads of California fruit were 
auctioned in New York Wednesday at 
the following prices: Bartlett pears, 
$2.50 to $2.00; Crawford peach©’, $3.35 
to $2.05; plums and prunes, $1.40 to 
$1.60. Conditions are unchanged since 
last advices. Pears are in heavy supply, 
and peaches and plums of good quality 
and size are wanted at high prices. 
Myers, Olsen and Drager, who were 
arrested on the charge of murdering John 
Lowell at El Dorado City, were arraigned 
at Sacramento Wednesday, on the charge 
of grand larceny iu taking stock from the 
ranche of the murdered man. Meyers 
pleaded guilty; the others not guilty. 
Myers will be sentenced to-day, but com­ 
mittment will not be issued till after the 
trial of the prisoners on the charge of mur­ 
der in El Dorado county. 
At Placerville, Cal., a fire occurred in 
Chinatown Wednesday evening, in which 
a row of seven Chinese buildings and 
three white residences were laid in ashes. 
Adjoining property was considerably 
damaged. It íb thought the fire was 
caused by the ignition of gunpowder, 
as a loud explosion was heard. The 
charred remains of a Chinaman were 
taken from the ruins. How many more 
are burned is not known. Tho loss will 
not exceed $5,000.

P it t s b u b o , July 11.— The freshet in 
the M onongahela river is almost un­ 
precedented, and great damage has been 
done to river craft and property all along 
the river, from head waters to this city. 
The suddenness of the rise took the river 
m en entirely unawares, and they were 
not prepared when the great volume of 
water burst upon them . Millions of feet 
of lum ber, scores of coal craft, fences, 
outhouses and coal tipples have been 
floating down the swift current for the 
last eighteen hours. The river at this 
point is still rising, with 21 feet 9 inches 
above low water m ark at 9 a . m., but it 
is reported as stationary with 45 feet at 
Greensboro, one hundred miles above 
this city. 
At 
every point between 
Greensboro and Pittsburg the low lands 
are under water, and residents have been 
compelled to live in the upper stories of 
their houses, and in some cases to Beek 
th e hills for safety. Many had not time to 
remove their goods as the water rose at 
th e rate of 
A FOOT AN HOUB. 
At Greensboro a forty-two-feet rise was 
recorded in less than twenty-four hours. 
The damage to property cannot be esti­ 
m ated at present, but it will reach away 
up into the hundred thousands. 
So f&r 
b ut one life has been reported lost. The 
scene along the river front this morning 
was od6 of great excitement. The banks 
were lined with people watching the 
debris as it was swept down the swift 
current of the river, and coal men were 
on the alert, fearing that their crafts 
would be torn from their moorings, and 
as fast as one cable would snap in twain 
it would be replaced by another. Oc­ 
casionally a floating boat, barge or tipple 
would Btrike one of the piers of the 
bridge and sink from view ; again a help­ 
less craft would pass the bridges in 
safety and continue on its journey to 
Cincinnati. 
The greatest damage to 
river craft occurred between 1 :30 o’clock 
th is morning and daylight. 
Shortly be­ 
fore 2 o’clock a large number of barges 
came down the river and struck the 
bridge, the huge barges turning end 
over end, and forcing the tow-boat Barn­ 
ard 
in against the steamer Jacob3. 
Every whistle on the river sounded the 
alarm , and as the rays of the electric 
lights swept from side to side across the 
turbulent flood, it presented 
A WILD SIGHT. 
Logs, barges and fuel boats were 
dashed against the piers of the bridge, 
and were snapped like twigs by the over­ 
whelming force of the current. About 
fifteen minutes after the broken barges 
came down, a num ber of pieces of 
wreckage floated past, in the middle of 
which a Bhanty boat was swept along 
w ith a light on board. The river men 
shouted and the whistles screamed to 
get an answer from any persons who 
m ight be on the boat, but no reply came, 
ana if the owners were on board and 
asleep, as some of the river men thought, 
they were swept down to inevitable de­ 
struction. 
The Polish town, located 
along the banks of the Monongahela 
river, was in a sorry plight to-day. There 
are nearly seventy-five shanty boats at 
th a t point’ occupied by over 150families, 
aggregating a population of more than 
500 people. All of these with the excep­ 
tion of about a dozen families, camped 
outlast night. Early yesterday morning 
the trouble began. All day men, women 
and children were busy pumping water 
out of the boats, and removing their 
goods to places of safety.

W illiamsburg, Becksrun, a portion of 
M cKeesport, 
California, Monongohela 
C ity, Believernon, Brownsville, Fayette 
C ity, and other towns along the river 
w ere reported partly submerged this 
morning. 
Various points along the line 
of the Pittsburg, Virginia and Chartiers 
and Baltimore and Ohio tracks are under 
w ater and great difficulty is experienced 
in running the trains.

Tike Bane off tlie /Inarrtalnta Applied 
to Jury Bribers. 
Chicago, July 11.—The rulings of law 
in the Anarchist case by Judge Gray, 
that sent Spies and hie comrades to the 
gallows, were turned to-day by another 
Chicago Judge, K irk Hawes against the 
agents, attorneys and chief officials of 
one of the wealthiest corporations in the 
country. 
The offense in this case was 
attem pted jury bribing, and the main 
offender, Sumner C. Welch, the Claim 
Agent of the Chicago City Railway, is 
sentenced to a term behind the prison 
bars, while C. B. Holmes, President of 
the Company, and C. M. H ardy, the 
Company’s attorney, are recommended 
to be dealt with by thegrand jury. Judge 
Hawes holds that the conspiracy rulings 
in the Anarchist case, apply as well to 
any other conspirators. In rendering his 
decision this evening, he 6ent W elch to 
jail for six months. 
He held that it was 
not necessary that Holmes or Hardy 
should have 
done 
any 
positive or 
affirmative act, or be present when 
it was done. If they in any way aided 
or abetted, and that if they did so aid or 
abet, they were as guilty as the actual 
criminal. 
The question as to w hether 
Holmes and H arav actually did abet, he 
left to the Grand Jury, recommending 
that body to investigate their case. 
THE CHICAGO CITY RAILWAY 
Is perhaps the largest corporation of the 
kind in the country. President Holmes 
is a very prominent and wealthy citizen, 
and Attorney H ardy is a leading mem 
ber of the bar. 
The bribery was in an 
insignificant little damage euit against 
the company. 
Welch approached one of 
the jurors during a recess of the court 
and endeavored to retain by money his 
services in the interests of the company. 
The juror indignantly refused and voted 
for the highest verdict against the com­ 
pany, ana afterwards expoeed the whole 
business to the attorneys for the plain­ 
tiff. This raised a storm of public opin­ 
ion and brought out much evidence tend­ 
ing to show that the company’s course in 
this case was thoroughly systematic and 
had been pursued for years in other liti­ 
gation, particularly whenever the com­ 
pany was in danger of being mulcted for 
damages by unfortunate individuals who 
were hurt m accidents on its forty miles 
of street railroad. 
JUDGE HAWES’ DECISION 
Is of extraordinary length, and if printed 
in full would cover more than an entire 
page of an ordinary newspaper. It 
mostly made up, however, of an analysis 
of the testimony. In this the Judge is 
extremely clear and painstaking. The 
gist of the decision was stated by him in 
a few strong sentences near the conclu­ 
sion. 
“ There are 
few 
crimes 
more 
despicable,” he said, “ or more danger­ 
ous to the good order of society than 
jury bribing and subordination of per­ 
jury. If we punish with death those 
who openly attem pt to overthrow the 
existing order of society by violence, 
shall we not put forth every effort to re­ 
strain those who secretly and by indiret 
methods seek to underm ine the chief 
cornerstone of our social fabric?”

A > n u a l m e etin g o f th e l.adle* In 
C h arg e. 
The annual meeting of the O rphan’s 
H om e Society was held in the F irst Pres­ 
byterian Church, corner of Fort and Sec 
ond streets, Tuesday afternoon, Mrs. 
M. A. Gibson in the chair. The meeting 
was called to order at 2 :45 p. m., and the 
proceedings opened with a prayer by 
M rs. A. S. Averill. 
Mr. B. F. Coulter 
then presented the Treasurer’s report, 
Bhowing the am ount disbursed during 
th e year to be $20,283.71, as against $30,­ 
282.20 received, leaving a balance of $3,­ 
998.58 to the credit of the Society for the 
year ending June 30th. 
M rs. R. H 
H ew itt, the Financial Secretary, pre­ 
sented her report as follows:

Mrs. M. A. Gibson then read the re­ 
port of the President for the past year 
in which she deplored the sickness of 
Mrs. Stephens, who was prevented from 
putting in an appearance only by the ad 
vice of her physician. The Orphans 
H ome was founded in July, 1880, for the 
purpose of caring for orphans and those 
who have lost either of their parents, 
providing that the snrvivipg parent was 
unable to care for the child or children. 
For instance, the mother who has several 
small children and who has to leave 
them during the day so as to attend to 
her work outside, may bring them to the 
Home where they will receive proper at­ 
tention. 
Here they may rem ain until 
th * are old enough to return to her 
wi\ 
"it receiving incessant attention, 
eh' 
anwhile paying as much as jtossi- 
ble 
. their m aintenance from her week­ 
ly stipend. 
• Our (work appeals to-each and all; 
and has so far m et with success. Our 
children, when old enough, are sent to 
the public schools, where they have 
equal advantages with other children 
more fortunate than they. 
Special at­ 
tention is paid in the Home to the regu­ 
lar training of our children, and we 
strive as much as possible to be in sym­ 
pathy with each one’s character, a m at­ 
ter which is unfortunately but too often 
Í 
* ;nored in an institution of this kind. 
he past year has been a rather trying 
one for both the children and the m at­ 
ron, Miss Rowe, who has been indefatig­ 
able in ‘her untiring efforts in the m an­ 
agem ent of the Home. The buildings 
had to be moved and the children’s play­ 
ground was almost entirely taken up by 
building materials for the now structure. 
However, we trust that this work may be 
completed in about two or three months 
from now, when we shall be able to 
transfer the cliildien into more comfort­ 
able quarters. 
We tender our most 
heartfelt thanks to the physicians who 
bo kiudh 
offered their services 
to 
us 
gratuitously. 
We 
also 
beg to 
express our gratitude to each and all 
who have in any way aided us in the 
good work. After the experience of the 
past year, during which we had four 
deaths and several cases of measles, it is 
absolutely im perative that we should 
have a hospital in connection with thet 
new building; consequently, it is the in­ 
tention of the Board of Managers to re­ 
tain one of the old buildings in that 
-capacity. 
After an earnest appeal to the ladies of 
Los Angeles to become m em bers of the 
Society by paving the sm all sum of $2 
each as annual dues, Mrs. Gibson paid a 
glowing tribute to the Society of Willing 
W orkers, which was formed for the pur­ 
pose of raising a fund to furnish the nur­ 
sery departm ent of the new Home. 
The same lady then read a resolution 
of condolence on the death of M rs. De 
Pay. 
A report was then read showing that 
for 
the 
year 
ending 
June 
30th 
there were 
adm itted 
157 children, 
of whom twelve were adopted, sixty 
returned to their friends, and four died, 
leaving a balance of 81, of whom 58 were 
boys and 23 girls. 
Since the opening of 
th e home in 1880 there has been a total 
of 363 children adm itted. 
The meeting then proceeded to the 
election of officers for the ensuing year, 
and Mesdames Averill, Bicknell and 
M aynard were appointed as the nom inat­ 
ing committee by the C hair. After an 
absence of a few m inutes these ladies 
presented the following nominations, all 
of whom were subsequently elected, the 
Recording Secretary, Mrs. F . A. Gibson, 
casting the ballot.

President, Mrs. D. G. Stephens; Vice­ 
President, Mrs. M. A. Gibson; Record­ 
ing Secretary, Mrs. F. A. G ibson; Finan­ 
cial Secretary, Mrs. R. H. H ew itt; Cor­ 
responding Secretary, Mrs. A. S. A verill;

H . M aynard, Parcels, A. E. Pomeroy, 
Phillips, and Mies M artha Dodsworth. 
Mrs. A. E . Pomeroy came in during 
the election of officers, and, apologizing 
for her lateness, presented Dr. Bick- 
nell’s report and her own, in which she 
stated th at she had audited all the books 
of the society and found everything cor­ 
rect. The contract price for the new 
H ome was $38,400, but the sum of $3,500 
had been incurred extra on the excava­ 
tions, and the plumbing contract of 
$2,100, thus m aking the total contract 
price $44,000. 
Before starting the build­ 
ing, $0,340 had been expended in neces­ 
sary expenses as follows: Sewers, $1,700; 
lot, $2,250; moving and repairs, $2,000; 
grading, $390. The sum of $13,100 has 
already been paid on the new structure, 
and another $5,000 was due to-day, m ak­ 
ing practically $1,800. There was still 
on the books not yet turned over to the 
Treasurer the sum of $17,472, which, 
together with Mr. H eilm an’s generous 
donation of $5,000, made $22,472 still 
doe. There were secured in subscriptions 
$40,770,which,deducted from the contract 
price would leave $3.230. 
However, as 
subscriptions were sometimes slow in 
being paid up it would be safer to say 
th a t at least $5,000 would have to be 
raised before the completion of the new 
Home. 
Mrs. F. A. Gibson, the Secretary, then 
read Dr. F. T. Bicknell’s report stating 
th a t the average num ber of children 
who enjoyed the benefits of the institu­ 
tion during the past year was eighty 
ranging from earliest infancy to the age 
of fifteen. From Jaly last year to April 
in this there was no sickness requiring 
m edical attention except in one case ol 
tubercular hip-joint disease, which Dr. 
W . H . M aynard cared for, but which,
